Follow Suit.— The Hampden Agricul¬ 
tural Society wants to sell Hampden 
Park, which has been the ruin of the So¬ 
ciety.

The race 
course lias had the same effect here that it 
has in Springfield, and other places where 
tliey tliiuk more of horses than cattle. 


If the Northern road should build and oper¬ 
ate the proposed route t hey will wake up to 
the fact that tliey are working lor the bene¬ 
fit of a rival route, cutting their own line 
into two sections, and crippling the north¬ 
ern hair.

This would be done at an increased 
distance of ten miles over the route we 
have indicated, with sharper and higher 
grades than the line we have given 
while, as between Stafford and Springfield, 
the expense of operating the road would be 
greater than via Palmer, as the higher sum¬ 
mits to surmount will cost more for motive 
power than the diminished distance will 
save in reaching Stafford.

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Tin: legislature is breaking into harness 
very readily. The committees were an¬ 
nounced on Tuesday, and petitions are 
flowing in rapidly. It is proposed to limit 
the time of receiving petitions to forty days. 

The Hampden County Woman Suffrage 
Association will hold a convention at Chic¬ 
opee on Monday next, afternoon and even¬ 
ing. Mrs. Celia Burleigh of Brooklyn. 
Mrs. M. W. Campbell, Rev. K. W. Virgin, 
F. B. Sanborn, and others, will address the 
meeting. Another meeting or the Asso¬ 
ciation will be held at Westfield in a few 
weeks. The Association mean to keep the 
ball rolling. 

It is a little singular that Governor Claf- 
liu did not allude to the Woman Suffrage 
question in his message to the legislature. 
This question is agitating the people of the 
Commonwealth a good deal more than the 
enfranchisement of the Indians of Cape 
Cod, to which he makes special reference. 
It is understood, however, that the Gov¬ 
ernor favors woman suffrage. 


The legislature had better not wait for 
a constitutional amendment before making 
an attempt to shorten the sessions by lim¬ 
iting the pay of members. If it waits for 
that, it will slip its own neck out of the 
noose. Why not begin by fixing its own 
compensation, and then pass the amendment 
if desirable? If it will seta good example 
for other legislatures the people will ap¬ 
prove, and with the downward tendency of 
prices, it will be hard to get the pay up 
again._ 

There is a new thing under the sun in 
Massachusetts—a newspaper devoted to 
the rights of women. It is called the Wo¬ 
man’s Journal, the first number of which 
made its appearance last week. It is a 
neat, well-arranged sheet, in quarto form, 
and is ably edited, the writers giving their 
initials to their articles. It absorbs the 
Agitator lately published in Chicago, and 
is a much more practical sheet. Among 
the contributors are Mrs. Julia Ward 
Howe, Mrs M. A. Severance and several 
other distinguished writers and lecturers. 
The introductory is written by Mrs. Howe, 
and Mr. Sanborn of Springfield contributes 
the leading poetry. We trust the enter¬ 
prise will succeed, and hope that the frieuds 
of woman suffrage will do all they can to 
that end. Send on the subscriptions to

The Governor’* Melange. 

Governor Claflin has stretched out his 
message this year to .a length exceeding 
that of his inaugural. He delivered It on 
Saturday, and, printed, it makes a pam¬ 
phlet of sixty-one pages. He states the 
total amount of the State debt to be $30,- 
823,3S0.02, an increase of $2,0S7,509.97 
during the past year. The resources for 
extinguishing this debt amount to $4,725,- 
250.30.' He thinks this indebtedness will 
increase annually for the next four years 
at the rate of $1,000,000 a year. The Gov. 
thinks the expenses of the State will this 
year be $5,500,000, and the receipts from all 
sources $3,000,000, and if the legislature 
makes no more grants of money this win¬ 
ter a tax of $2,500,000 will be all that is 
necessary. 

The Iloosac Tuunel is said to be pro¬ 
gressing, and the Shaulys will draw $500,- 
000 from the treasury soon. The Gover¬ 
nor thinks the Hartford and Erie ltailroad 
Co. is doing the honorable thing. He fa¬ 
vors filling the Boston Flats, and wants to 
have savings banks have the privilege to 
loan money on mercantile paper, instead of 
being confined to real estate and bonds. 

The Governor thinks the valuation com¬ 
mittee should sit when the legislature is in 
session instead of during the recess. 

The penal and reform institutions are 
doing well. The Gov. would separate the 
young criminals from the more hardened, 
and have separate prisons for women. lie 
would also have drunkards put into sepa¬ 
rate prisons from criminals, and kiuts at an 
inebriate asylum. 

The State charities have cost $000,000 
during the past year, and the Governor tells 
us they are well managed, and says the 
Board of State Charities should have pow¬ 
er to appoint agents to aid those who land, 
so that they can go safely to their destina¬ 
tion. 

The message pays a tribute of respect to 
the memory of George Peabody, and John 
Clarke of Northampton, two philanthropic 
men who will long be remembered. 

As the act providing State aid to fami¬ 
lies expires next January, the Governor 
advises that the act be renewed. 

On the liquor law, the Governor, like the • 
rest of us, is at loggerheads, and don’t 
advise anything in particular, but wants 
the best thing done that can be. 

Gov. Claflin touches on agriculture, edu¬ 
cation, the labor question and commercial 
affairs, lamenting that the latter are at so 
low an ebb. He wants all the Indians en¬ 
franchised. 

The Governor pays the usual compliment 
to our national affairs, and goes in for 
short sessions of the legislature, just as 
everybody does just now. 

1 he message is a business-like d<H*nnioii!. 
without any flourish <»f oratory, uiul just 
such a one as we might expect from Gover¬ 
nor Claflin.

Springfield, Jan. 15,1S70. 

The County Agricultural Society made a 
mistake in abandoning the project cf sell¬ 
ing Hampden Park. If the Springfield 
club wishes the ground kept for a trotting 
course, let them take it tflul relieve the so¬ 
ciety from further responsibility. The in¬ 
dividual subscribers who assisted the so¬ 
ciety to procure the premises, and who 
now object to an unrestricted sale, ought 
not to demur to such a change of proprie¬ 
torship. if thereby the grounds will remain 
as tiny now are. Evidently, the society 
will soon exist merely in name unless there 
is some change in regard to this property. 

Our new city government is fairly under 
way, and meets general acceptance. -Mayor 
Smith’s inaugural address was delivered 
before a good audience, not only in size, 
but. also in point ot respectability, and ma¬ 
terial support. Our largest tax-payers 
were there, and much interest was mani¬ 
fested to hear what the new incumbent 
would say. The address was positive in 
tone, and many of its recommendations 
were good enough to be called admirable. 
There will be some changes among subor¬ 
dinate officers, though perhaps not in all. 

The school question will come before the 
new administ ration in a new shape, that of 
abolishing the office of superintendent; 
petitions to that end are now in circulation, 
and it seems that other people, as well as 
we, are agitated upon kindred subjects: 
the new mayor of Worcester, for instance, 
going so far in.his late inaugural as to re¬ 
commend the doing away entirely with the 
school management there, and the organiz¬ 
ing of a new and different board of control. 

The Evening News is dead, and the Union 
fairly danced upon its grave. A Mr. Dyer 
has lately bought into the latter concern, 
a gentleman of education, and for j*eai*s a 
professor of modern languages in Harvard. 
The fact of his wife being a daughter of 
Rev. Dr. Cooke of the academy at Wilbra- 
ham may account for his coming to this re¬ 
gion. lie is to be the business manager of 
the paper and not editorially responsible 
for its columns. I wish he might however, 
write enough about Cuba to give us a clear, 
condensed statement of matters and things 
there, for I confess to the lack of as much 
light as I could wish upon the question of 
the just ice and propriety of recognition, 
so called. 

George Francis Train has been here 
again to stir up the public in general, and 
tile Springfield Republican, or rather Mr. 
Bowles, in particular, but as the latter re¬ 
fuses to allow his equanimity to be dis¬ 
turbed, George Francis ia rather disap¬ 
pointed. The great desire of the latter is 
that the paper shall pitch into him and 
thus advertise him. lie is acurious fellow; 
everybody who goes to hear him asks 
everybody else tvho'goes what they think 
of him; but while all say he is keen and 
smart and sharp, many are in doubt as to 
whether he is partly crazy or not.

The Ware River Railroad.— Messrs. 
N. Smith & Co., the energetic contractors 
of the Ware River Railroad, are pushing 
their work with great energy. They broke 
ground in August last, and now have the 
road graded for three-fourths of the dis¬ 
tance to Ware, and a portion of the road 
between there and Gilbertvillc.and will have 
the road completed and iu operation to the 
latter place by next July. The charter for 
the road extends to Winchendou on the 
northern line of the State, and the inhabi¬ 
tants .along the Hue are rapidly perfecting 
their arrangements for the building of the 
rest of the line, and so far have they pro¬ 
gressed, that wc look for the completion 
of the line to Winchendou by the first day 
of Dec., 1871. At Winchendou the road 
will connect with the “Monndnock," uow 
in process of construction, from Winchen- 
don to Peterborough, N. II. This road 
M ill he extended to Hillsboro’, N. II., where 
it M’ill connect with the Contocook, now 
in operation to Concord, the capital of 
New Hampshire, thus opeuiugupthc short¬ 
est nnd best line from New York via New 
London to Concord and the White Mount¬ 
ains, us well as giving facilities for trans¬ 
portation of freight to numerous and im¬ 
portant manufacturing towns along the 
line, that have hitherto been hard of ac¬ 
cess. This route must add largely to the 
business of the N. L. N. R., to which it 
will become a feeder for all New York busi¬ 
ness, while some of the more southern 
towns along the line are also interested iu 
thr SoutUbridge and Palmer road for their 
Boston connection.

State Loans. 

The Boston Advertiser in an able article 
on the subject of our State finances, ami 
the stopping of nil further loans ot State 
credit, tersely says:— 

“The Day of Judgment may l>c post¬ 
poned, aud the way made easy, but the 
tax-payer finds the bill at his door at last. 
~■ ' policy, therefore, is to stop now; 
and say to all applicants for special aid, 
‘The first duty of the State is to itself; and 
enterprises that cannot otherwise go for¬ 
ward, must wait till the finances are in a 
sound condition, and its credit above sus¬ 
picion.”' 

We arc glad to see tiiis article. It lias 
the right ring to it, and we trust the press 
fof the Commonwealth will take up the 
note of warning, and agitate till the ques¬ 
tion is settled that no more State aid shall 
be granted to private enterprises till “our 
finances arc in a sound condition.” 

To the Troy aud Greenfield Railroad tlie 
faith of the State is so pledged that the ob¬ 
ligation cannot be evaded. This faith 
must be kept to the letter of the bond. 
But beyond the grants of State credit al¬ 
ready fixed by legislative enactment in be¬ 
half of the Troy and Greenfield, the Boston 
Hartford and Erie, and the Williamsburg 
and Northampton Railroads, we believe 
the State is not committed to any further 
loans, and we hope the legislature will 
promptly atvl unanimously say “no” to 
every application for a loan of State cred¬ 
it, whether in favor of new, or for the com¬ 
pletion of existing roads._ 


LETTISH FROM SI»1UX«FIELD. 


Tiik ways and meaus committee of the 
U. S. House of Representatives has voted 
not to recommend a reduction of the duty 
on coal. This is contrary to the desire of 
the people, and the matter should be 
brought directly before Congress, and let 
the people know who arc opposed to grant¬ 
ing their request. If the coal companies 
arc going to continue their monopoly, and 
prevent Congress from giving relief to the 
people, it is quite time the country should 
unders tand it. 

Shall the taxes be reduced? That is a 
question now agitating Congress. Our 
present tax law yields §125,000,000 more 
than the expenses of the Government, and 
it is suggested that this sum be applied to 
the extinguishment of the debt. As the 
business of the country is depressed, and 
people feel heavily the weight of taxation, 
this burden should be lightened. It would 
be better to be a little longer in paying the 
debt than to crash the present generation 
into the grave with heavy taxation. 


The members of the legislature, who 
have been talking §500 for the session, 
voted against that proposition, on Tuesday 
by a large majority. This seems to indi¬ 
cate a longer session than was promised. 
Members arc apt to have a short session, 
and an economical streak at the opening 
of the legislature every year, but they get 
over it after a month or two have passed 
away. The salary manner of paying mem¬ 
bers is the only correct way, and the legis¬ 
lature should not be slow to adopt it. 


The season seems to have got turned 
around, giving us spring-like weather, 
when we should be wallowing in snow 
drifts. Everybody is speaking: of the “re¬ 
markable” weather. Something is really 
the matter with the elements, for such 
weather in mid-winter was never experi¬ 
enced or heard of in this- latitude. It is 
explained on one liaiul 1 tiuit the gulf stream 
has been turned nearer our coast by an 
earthquake upheaval in the sea; hence the 
warnv. moist days, and spring showers.— 
Another theory that a serious perturbation 
of the elements is occasioned by an elec¬ 
tric belt which this year will reach the 
earth from the sun—that the earthquakes, 
tornadoes, floods and electric displays- it> 
lijc heavens happen fn consequence. W hat 
will come next we don’t kuow. Last Sun¬ 
day night a fearful tornado and storm swept 
[over Missouri, Tennessee, Ohio and Ken¬ 
tucky, doing immense damage in the de¬ 
molition of building*, and destroying a 
dozen or more lives. The thunder and 
lightning was appalling, and the wind 
blew a hurricane. Tills great storm is sup¬ 
posed to be an extension of tbe one which 
passed over the British islands recently, 
and must have passed nearly around the 
globe. It would be still more remarkable 
if we did not get a cold snap by the first 
of February, and a big suow storm to go 
with it._

To hurv a friend in winter is a kind of 
trial tliat'connects strange inward emotions 
of feeling which it is difficult to master.

Father, Lord of the warmer climate, 
that our dead oue lives with Thee.” Prac¬ 
tically,| almost nothing will more surely 
compel a faith in immortality, even if one-, 
chances to pe unbelieving, than to bury a 
frieud in winter.
